Happy Gardening 
So it is now back to the 
mundane jobs like dead¬ 
heading. Remember with 
your roses to cut back to the 
first set of five leaves. 

I was dead-heading the 
geraniums in the tubs out by 
the road and a passer-by 
asked if I was a “fussy-gar- 

I replied I did not think 
so, the reason I was dead¬ 
heading was so the plant did 
not use energy to make seeds 
but to make more flowers, 
and he said he had never 


thought on it that way (I don't 
think he was a gardener). 

Now as we get into the heat 
of summer keep an eye out 
for any plants that droop 
quickly even after watering - 
you need to place a rock or 
two right close to it so the 
roots have a cool place to go. 

And will not dry out too 
quickly. 

The clematis are all look¬ 
ing good, do you recall the 
dead looking clump of 
branches I debated about 
what to do with and placed it 
on top of the yew bush it was 
supposed to be growing 
through?

What if you were a young child and 
you were told you probably wouldn’t live 
past the age of 24? 

That’s exactly what happened to Jayne 
Steele-Tayler, who credits her mother 
with helping her live much longer than 
her doctors believed she would live. 

Tayler, who has Type 1 Juvenile 
Diabetes, celebrated 50 years with the 
disease last month. 

“I was told it was next to impossible to 
survive —but here I am.” 

She says her form of diabetes is the 
most difficult to control. 

"The body fights insulin off and it also 
overuses it at the same time." 

Tayler doesn't know how else to 
describe her disease except as her body 
going up and down “like a yo-yo.” 

Not only was Tayler told she wouldn’t 
live very long, she was also told she 
would never have any children. Tayler 


In her struggle with diabetes, Tayler 
wants children who suffer the same dis¬ 
ease to know that they to can survive the 
battle. She says when she found out 
about her condition, Tayler was scared 
beyond words. 

"My doctor told my parents and I was 
listening in on their conversation when I 
heard the news. I was so afraid —I didn’t 
want to die.” 

And after the news, Tayler, with the 
help of her family did everything possi¬ 
ble to make sure she remained healthy. 

Growing up, Tayler played baseball, 
fastball and slo pitch to keep actives, 
which she believes has helped her to stay 
healthy. 

Tayler also followed a strict diet of 
healthy foods, but she says it was never a 
huge deal for her. Her mom and her 
grandmother taught her how to eat right 
and they even grew their own vegetables 
in a garden.

But, when Tayler saw her 
girlfriends munching on junk 
food, it was a challenge for 
her because she couldn't eat 
the same types of foods her 
friends were eating.

Tayler attributes the life¬ 
style she lead as child as what 
kept her alive. 

“My family didn’t have a lot 
of money growing up so there 
wasn’t money to buy snacks 
and junk food.

And with her active life¬

Just over old a year old, 
the winery uses a 1,000 
square foot solar generator 
with 50 panels to supply the 
winery’s demand for elec¬ 
tricity, says Phil Nickels, 
owner of the winery. 

Each day, the solar gen¬

erator, which sits just behind 
the winery’s retail shop, 
tracks the position of the sun 
to generate the power the 
winery needs to perform its 
daily tasks. 

The solar generator, which 
costs $125,000, is one of a 
few environmentally friend¬ 
ly ways Hinterbrook is differ¬ 
ent from other wineries. 

During the harvest sea¬ 
son, the winery taps into the 
electrical grid because it 
uses more electricity than 
the solar panel can provide. 
Because most of the winery’s 
power is created through the 
solar generator, the winery is 
actually able to contribute 
power the electrical grid 
throughout the rest of the 
year, says Nickel. 

He says a winery typically 
uses enough energy to power 
three homes. 

"We also use geothermal 
heating and cooling to cool 
the buildings and die wine 

The geothermal heating 



and cooling system takes the 
warmth or the cold from the 
ground and transfers it to 
die winery. This type of sys¬ 
tem is an ecologically friend¬ 
ly and renewable type of cli¬ 
mate control. 

The winery also collects 
rain water from the 10,000 
square foot roof to be used 
for wine making processes. 

After the water is collect¬ 
ed, it goes through a cleans¬ 
ing process where it is fil¬ 
tered and UV treated. Nickel 
says the winery does not 
deplete the ground water. 

And Hinterbrook is differ¬ 
ent from other wineries in 
NOTL because the hand¬ 
picked and hand-sorted 
grapes are placed on an 
incline belt elevator which 
separates the skin and twigs 
from the grapes before they 
go through the fermentation

tation process through this 
elevator which relies on 
gravity. Other wineries use 
pumps which suck up the 
grapes.” 

Nickel says this process 
which uses gravity “provides 
a gentle nature to the 
grapes.” 

Nickel hopes other winer¬ 
ies will follow his example 
and the use of solar genera¬ 
tors will become more nor¬ 
mal in the wine-making 
industry. 

“I hope these ways of sav¬ 
ing energy become more 
and more prevalent in the 
wine making industry.” 

Nickel says he has a "desire

Hiking the Bruce Trail 
over the last six years, 
Nellie Keeler, along with 
her daughter, Chris Frere 
completed the last leg of 
their adventure and cele¬ 
brated in Tobermory. 

"I always said I wanted 
to hike the entire trail," says 
Keeler.
